but the passengers were badly shaken 
up, though none were hurt.

THE GEORGIA RACE WAR IS OVER 


The Troops 
Leave the Scene and AU 
Is Quiet Now 
VjoiviAAN, Ga., Dec. 26.—The race 
trouble in Brooks county is over. 
The 
Valdosta Videttes were ordered here 
Tuesday night by the governor. They 
found peace restored and the people 
assured them there would be no more 
trouble and they came hack to Quit­ 
man about 2 o’clock. 
The Valdosta 
Videttes left on the afternoon train 
for Valdosta. 
As far as can be learned 
seven negroes have been killed. 
The northern portion of Brooks, por­ 
tions of W orth, Berrien and other 
counties adjoining, have large numbers 
of negroes, mostly brought from North 
Carolina for the purpose of getting 
turpentine from the pine trees which 
abound there. 
These negroes live 
in 
camps 
and 
are 
a 
lawless 
set, 
controlled 
only 
by 
fear 
of 
punishment from the bosses. 
W ith 
out any restraining influence, save fear, 
they fight among themselves, rob the 
neighboring people, gamble incessant­ 
ly when not a t work, and if any resi­ 
d ent white man incurs their displeasure 
he Is marked as a victim of their 
wrath. 
It 
was 
in 
this 
country 
th a t 
the 
killing 
of 
Constable 
Maulden tw o weeks ago by the two 
negro 
desperadoes, 
Jeffreys, 
took 
place. All the race trouble dates from 
this. 
Maulden w ent into one of the 
turpentine camps to arrest a negro. 
The Jeffreys set upon Eaulden and 
shot him to death. 
Maulden was a 
confederate soldier and belonged to a 
prom inent family. His m urder created 
wide spread excitement and a posse 
set out after the murderers. 
The 
Jeffreys were captured and put in 
jail. 
Prom inent among the posse pursuing 
th e Jeffreys were Joseph Isom and his 
brother-in-law, Henry Tillman, who is 
kin to the former governor, now a 
senator of South Carolina. These men 
were persistent in the chase and in­ 
curred the enmity of the negroes. The 
Jeffreys were gamblers and idlers, and 
yet they were popular w ith the ne 
groes. Their arrest caused the negroes 
who knew the Jeffreys and liked them 
to form a band and th a t band made 
Waverly Pike its leader. 
Pike is a 
dangerous man and led th a t section of 
the negro settlem ent like Bob Brewer 
did a t Jessup five years ago to-day. 
The band pledged to take revenge upon 
every one who had a hand in the ar­ 
rest of the Jeffrey brothers. 
McCaull, 
a negro, who was Pike’s lieutenant 
and who is now in jail for his killing 
of Isom, has so declared in his confes­ 
sion. 
The band of negroes after selecting 
officers subscribed to a promise th at 
every one. instrum ental in capturing 
the Jeffrey brothers should die. 
Each 
member declared th a t he would deal 
out death to any one of the party on 
the first opportunity. 
To the organi­ 
zation was given the names of men 
whom they wanted dealt with. 
In the 
list were the names of Isom and Till­ 
man. 
The negroes kept their counsel well 
and nothing was known of the m ark 
of death which hung over a dozen or 
more until after the death of Isom, 
when MeCaulI told the story. 
The killing of Isom last Thursday 
was according to McCaull only an open­ 
ing chapter. 
As soon as Isom’s body had been 
taken home Judge F. W. Tillman and ^ 
Henry Tillman, his brother-in-law, or­ 
ganized for the search for the mur­ 
derers. 
There were four negroes in 
the party, two named Herring, Mc- 
Canll, who has confessed, and Pike, 
w ho is still a t large. 
McCaull and the 
Herrings were caught the first night. 
The 
efforts to c a n tle Pike were 


brought the white men together in 
large numbers. 
There were reckless 
men in the crowds, though the m ajor­ 
ity of sentiment was in favor of con­ 
servative mess ires. 
At the home of Eli Frazier they took 
the negro's wife out and beat her ter­ 
ribly, expecting, they said, to make 
her tell the whereabouts of Pike. 
When Mitchell Brice, upon whose plan­ 
tation the negro lived, heard of this he 
started after the perpetrators and he 
and Capt. Tillman became involved in 
a shooting affray. 
There are three or 
four other negroes killed, but the 
names are unknown. 
Tuesday night there was a confer­ 
ence between the whites and blacks 
looking to Pikes surrender.

whites here guaranteed protection and 
A fair trial, and they hold as hostage 
Pike’s mistress, whom they threaten to 
make an example of if Pike is not sur* 
rendered.
